A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Status of the Claims 

1 . Applicant has amended claims 1 , 7-9, 18 and 22; claims 20-21 and 26 are 
canceled. Claims 1 , 2, 7-9, 18, 19, 22-25 and 27 are pending. 

2. All rejections not addressed below have been withdrawn. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Several telephonic messages have been left for Applicant Todd Rands, however 
he has returned not of them. Accordingly ,the following rejections apply: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-second paragraph 

5. Claims 1 ,2, 7-9, 1 8, 1 9, 22-25 and 27 are rejected as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. All dependent claims are also rejected. 

Claims 1 and 18 are identical except for the term "selectable" (line 8) in claim 1, 
and "scorable" (line 8) in claim 18. Since Applicant says that (Response, p. 7) the terms 
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"screenable" and "selectable" are being used interchangeably, claims 1 and 18 are of 
identical scope. One of these claims needs to be canceled, it is suggested that claim 
18 be cancelled and the language "or screenable" needs to inserted between 
"selectable" and "marker" in line 8 of claim 1 . 

In claim 22, a similar change needs to be made and for the same reason. 

In claims 1 and 22, the term "or " is improper". The proper term is "and". 

In claim 1 and 22, line 12, "of a media" does not make sense, "of media" is 

suggested.

June 2005; however Applicant has not responded.
